A Battle on the Tariff. 

In the oresent House of Representa- 
tives there are but four Democrats, we 

believe, from the New England States. 
In the next there will be eight, the Dem- 
ocrats having gained four at the recent 
election. With one or two exceptions 
these eight Representatives were all 
elected, we understand, upon a " tariff 
reform," platform. In the Second Rhode 
Island district, the Democratic candidate, 
Judge Bradley, gained a phenominal vic- 
tory after a hot canvasB "based wholly 
upon civil service and revenue reform."

Those Demo- 
crats who have bean elected have been ohosen 
upon a aolld tariff reform basis, and, with 
one exception, distinctly owe their eleotlon 
to tbelr tariff reform professions. The result 
la oae whtcb will not be overlooked either 
here or In Washington, if, by the advocacy 
of tariff reform, a political party which for

the delusions of protection, It needs no 
prophet to foretell that the days ol protection 
are numbered ; lor, as It no longer has popu- 
lar support, It only requires vigorous aotlon 
on the part of Its oppouents to bring about 
its speedy overthrow."

In the west and In British America. Report* 
received from *he sea coast telegraph lino*, 
in some rases, are of special value in the li- 
ming of storm warning* and securing aid 
for stranded vessels. Valuable cargoes have 
been saved and sailor* rescued by prompt in- 
formation communicated over line by the 
signal service obserrerg, and it should not 
only be maintained, but eitended along 
more dangerous portions of the ooiug-. 

During the year tbe percentage of verifi- 
cation of weather indications waK M 2 10 per 
cent Highly satisfactory progress i* re- 
ported in t be system of cold wave warning*. 
The system of flags to indicate tbe probable 
rondition* of weather and temperature re- 
cently adopted by this service, has been 
universally commended by the public and 
the region over which tbey are displayed has 
greatly increased during the year and the 
office for want of funds, has not been able to 

supply the demands. 

These flags are extensively displayed on 
line* of railroads and at railroad station*, 
nod communicate by signal the. weather fore- 
cast* of this service to many who are not 
within reach <>f the daily mail, and to those 
who are not supplied with the printed indi- 
cation*. Gen. Ilnren recommend* the estab- 
lishment of additional cautionary signal sta- 
tion* on the lake* to meet the demands of 
loose, interested in lake navigation, and to 
make this feature of the service oompleU
